Jamount of this note is $8,500, 


which. according to Town 
Secretary Kenny, includes all 
arrears to the school board and 
an additional amount of $3,000 
on this year’s requisition, whioh 
the town was not compelled to 
pay until November Ist. 

If the school board was in a 
position to secure further eredit 
at the banks, it could not be 
said that the board was in any 
financial difficulties, but until 
the town disposes of its deben- 
tures to the extent of $25,000 
this cannot be expected, for it 
is understood chat the whole 
situation hinges on the fulfill- 
ment of the town's obligations 
to the, banks, 


It is stated that unless credit 


| is extended to the school board 


until the town disposes of these 
debentures it may be found 
necessary to close down. the 
school; which. surely will not 
result if the proper steps are 
taken to procure the money, 
required to carry on school 
work,

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Bullds Houses for Birds © 


_A picturesque method of fighting an 
insect may be seen from the train 
windows at Marshfield, a wide, out- 
lying cranberry bog, dotted over with 
white bird houses on stakes. The 
owner of the Log, Capt. B. G. Cahoon 
invented this method’ of fighting cer- 
tain pests destructive to cranberry 
vines and bérries some thirty years 
ago, and is still enthusiastic over the 
success of it. 

Capt. Cahoon has installec 100 new 
bird boxes ot a seventeen acre bog, 
thus inviting and surely housing : 
large colony of swallows, whose all 
day occupation will be to swoop down 
upon obnoxious moths from their cot- 
adage watch towers and stuff the same 
down the throats of voracious young: 
sters still in the nest. It is a neat 
little scheme by whic!. everybody. 
seems to be pleased and benefited ex- 
cept the moth. Incidentally other 
bogs also are benefited, although but 
few similar bird houses are to be 
found yet in other parts of the great 
Cape cranberry area. 

In the earlier days of the experl- 
ment the bird boxes were placed three 
on a-stake, rather near together. On 
the last log laid out of seventeen 
acres, 100 boxes were placed forty feet 
apart, on ‘all stakes, following the 
line of the ditch crossings, having the 
appearance of great regularity when 
seen from the right point of view, but 
merely scattered about when looked 
at from across the bog. Looking 
down the line the dazzling white cot- 
tages, each neatly toppings its stake, 
lifted high above the soft gray green 
level of blossoming vines, look like 
the habitations cf so. odd little na- 
ture people, possibly engaged in till- 
ing the field beneath. . 

Capt. Cahoon based his original ex- 
periment on the simple observation 
that ¢ vallows liked moths and private 
lodgings. To tempt them to live on 
the very battlefleld was the idea. It 
is expected of them that they keep 
down the numbers of three separate 
cranberry caterpillar pests by captur- 
ing the motha in such seasons as they 
appear, during the extended time of 
swallow housekeeping. , 

The little houses are roughly sawed 
out at a nearby mill and nailed to- 
gether, and painted and mounted on 
their stakes as a sort of winter knitt- 
ing work by the owners of the bog. 
The expense is small in proportion to 
the value of the crop saved and being’ 
carefully taken up, and in winter the 
plant lasts indefinitely.

Whiskey Insurrection 

The first rebellion against the fed- 
eral government in the United States 
was the whiskey insurrection of west- 
ern Pennsylvania, which had its be- 
ginning 122 years ago, when a meet- 
ing was held in Brownsville, Pa., to 
protest against the imposition of an 
excise tax on spirits distilled from 
grain. This measure had been ¢cevis- 
ed by Alexander Hamilton to bring 
revenue into the treasury of the in- 
fant republic. It provided fo: a tax 
of from 9 to 26 cents a gallon, accord- 
ing to the strength of the liquor. The 
farmers of western Pennsylvania were 
hard hit by the tax. Owing to the 
high cost of transportation, they 
could make a living out of grain 
growing only by converting the pro- 
duct of thefr flelds intg liquor.: Feel- 
ing ran high after the Brownsville 
meeting, and one of the tax collectors 
was tarred and feathered. President 
Washington issued a proclamation in 
which he earnestly. exhorted and ad- 
minished the rebellious farmers, but 
they paid no ‘heed to it. Five hundred 
strong, they attacked the house of 
Gen. Neville, western Pennsylvania 
revenue collector and in the battle the 
leader of the insurrection, John Hol- 
croft, or Tom the Tinker, was killed. 
The insurrection was finally put down 
by federal troops under Lighthorse 
Harry Lee.

POOR MOTHERS’ PENSIONS. 


They Are Now Authorized by Law In 

‘ Eighteen States. 
' Btate wide mothers’. peasion laws 
are now in effect in sixteen states, 
and laws covering certain cities are 
in effect in two additional states. The 
sixteen states are: California, Colora- 
do, Idaho,’ Illinois, lowa, Micbigan, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, New Uanpshire, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsyl- 
vania, South Dakota, Utah, Washing- 


_ ton. 


.The two states in which laws exist 
covering certain communities are Mis- 
sourl and Wisconsin, the Missouri law 
covering St. Louis and Kansas City 
and the Wisconsiv law covering Mil- 
waukee. 

In addition, motion pension laws 
exist in Australia (Victoria) and iv 
New Zealand. 

As a rule, the laws limit pensions 
to mothers of children under a certain 
age, varying from fourteen to eighteen 
years. In some cases the money may 
be paid to a person, other than the 
tmootber, designated by the court. In 
all cases there musv be an investiga- 
tion by the juvenile court or by an 
“gent of a charitable society or br

A Cufa For Ivy Poisoning. 

Many methods of treatment have 
been employed for ivy polsoning. One 
very simple method is to rub the skin 
well with a bit of rag saturated with 
sulphuric ether. This should be doue 
in the early stages of poisoning. A 
Bingle ‘application Is usually enough. 
The action of the cther is to take the 
volatile oil into solution and spread it 
over such a large surface that it be- 
comes rapidly oxidized and barmless. 
If the poisoning has lasted for. several 
days a secondary \jnflammation of the 
skin may have developed, which would 
require more elaborate medical treat- 
ment.—Farm Journal.
